IZVESTIYA CHIEF EDITOR L. N. TOLKUNOV), CITES PASSAGE 
BY THE UNGA OF A RESOLUTION CALLING FOR A BAN ON CW, 
RECOUNTS THE HISTORY OF THE SOVIET CCD PROPOSAL IN 
1972, AND RECALLS THE VLADIVOSTOK AGREEMENT ON CONTINUING

3. TOLKUNOV WRITES, HOWEVER, THAT "CERTAIN MILITARIST

THE BAD GUYS, AND BY USING REPRESENTATIVE HICKS TO
